To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Holde:ness , 

Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  1971. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  the  year  1971  indicate  a mid-year  population 
of  24,820,  an  increase  of  430  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  435  live  births  and  248  deaths  compared  with  390  live 
births  and  201  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  of  17,3 
compares  with  a national  birth  rate  of  16,0  per  1,000  population  and  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  10,7  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  10.6  per  1,000  population. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  and  malignant  neoplasms  continued  to 
be  the  major  causes  of  death  with  ischaemic  heart  disease  being  the  greatest  single 
cause . 

There  were  six  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

Forty-nine  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year  which 
included  38  cases  of  measles.  It  will  be  noted  that  each  year  one  or  two  cases  of 
tuberculosis  continue  to  be  notified  indicating  that  this  is  still  a disease  with  which 
we  must  reckon. 

Sanitary  circumstances  are  set  out  in  the  Chief  public  Health  inspectors  report 
and  few  changes  occurred  during  the  year. 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  Hull  Corporation.  18  samples  collected  by  Hull 
Corporation  and  101  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  proved  to  be  satisfactory,. 

Refuse  collection  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

Work  on  schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  works  continued,  and  the  year  saw  the 
completion  of  the  scheme  at  Withernwick  and  work  in  hand  on  schemes  for  Aldbrough, 
Coniston  and  Sproatley. 

Routine  work  continued  on  housing.  Sixty-three  defective  houses  were  rendered 
fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action  and  8 houses  were  made  fit  after  approval  of 
schemes  of  work.  Nineteen  unfit  houses  were  demolished  in  pursuance  of  demolition 
orders  and  demolition  or  closing  orders  were  placed  on  a further  16.  It  was  estimated 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  in  the  district  6 houses  closed  and  awaiting 
demolition,  243  houses  awaiting  clearance  action  and  rehousing  of  existing  tenants  and 
a further  100  houses  with  other  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
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Inspection  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year  as  did  100  per  cent 
inspection  of  ail  meat  killed  in  the  District. 


In  presenting  this  report,  may  i express  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for 
their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  constant  interest  and  support.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  report  of 
the  environmental  health  work  undertaken  in  the  rural  district  of  Holderness  during 
1971,  together  with  other  relevant  information  relating  to  the  application  of  environ- 
mental health  control  within  your  Council’s  district. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Hull  Corporation  is  the  statutory  undertaker  for  the  supply  of  water  to  your 
district  under  the  terms  of  a long  established  agreement.  Water  mains  are  extended  on 
request,  subject  to  such  terms  as  are  embodied  in  the  agreement  relative  to  capital 
cost  and  annual  revenue. 


Average  results  of  regular  samples  are  shown  in  the  table  below  as  collected  froi 
the  various  sources  of  supply,  details  being  in  milligrammes  per  litre.

Water  mams  in  the  Council's  area  were  replaced  or  extended  during  1971  by  a total 
of  5721  yards,  made  up  of  1127  yds  of  3”,  3896  yds  of  4”  and  698  yds  of  6". 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


DRY  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Early  in  the  year  a replacement  was  received  for  the  last  of  the  Council's  Bedford 
Gibson  Pendulum  Collectors,  a 1961  registered  model,  it  is  well  worthy  of  note  to 
recall  the  excellent  service  which  the  Council  has  received  from  this  type  of  vehicle. 
Unfortunately,  while  the  mechanics  of  the  vehicles  were  extremely  trouble  free,  the 
design,  foremost  in  the  field  at  its  original  launching,  could  not  match  the  speed  of 
the  continuous  loading  type  of  vehicle  since  introduced. 

Collection  of  refuse  was  undertaken  for  most  of  the  year  with  a fleet  of  3 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  ‘50’  Pakamatics,  1 Shelvoke  and  Drewry  ‘35’  Pakamatic  and  1 Eagle 
Crushioad  ‘50’  . At  the  end  of  the  year  delivery  of  a further  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  ‘50’ 
Pakamatic  was  received,  and  this  permitted  the  Eagie  Crushioad  (1964)  to  be  assigned  to 
a stand  by  role  as  a spare  vehicle,  A total  labour  force  of  22  men  was  used  on  this 
service,  but  to  cover  holiday  and  sickness  absences  it  was  necessary  to  work  overtime 
and  use  workmen  from  the  general  maintenance  services  unit. 

Generally  a weekly  service  was  maintained,  apart  from  that  to  outlying  and 
remotely  situated  areas  or  premises.  Special  additional  collection  services  were 
given  to  B.P.  Chemicals,  Saltend  and  Brandes burton  Hospital  at  a charge  agreed  with  the 
management  of  these  premises. 

NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

As  the  need  for  this  service  has  decreased,  the  labour  force  so  released  has 
absorbed  the  transfer  from  the  general  collection  service  of  refuse  collection  from 
outlying  areas,  due  to  the  inability  of  the  general  service  to  cope  with  any  further 
work  load  in  che  continually  growing  urban  areas  of  the  Council’s  district. 

CESSPOOL  EMPrYING 

Three  vehicles  were  used  for  this  service,  consisting  of  2 Bedford/Yorkshire 
emptiers  (1200  gallons  each)  and  1 Bedford/Eagie  (1000  gallons),  and  ail  calls  for 
service  were  met  as  required.  Disposal  of  sewage  so  collected,  posed  its  usual 
problems,  and  costs  of  the  service  are  governed  largely  by  the  long  disposal  hauls. 
Suitably  situated  disposal  points  at  sewage  works  would  reduce  the  costs  of  this 
service. 

Sites  of  origin  of  sewage  collected  are  shown  in  the  table  below,  and  in  total 
sewage  collected  amounted  to  5624  loads.  The  total  figure  showed  a.  slight  increase 
over  the  previous  year's  comparable  figure,  but  the  figures  under  each  heading  were 
reduced,  apart  from  hire  operations,  which  showed  a considerable  increase  due  mostly  to 
the  services  given  at  Saltend  Industrial  site.

Charges  for  service  were  levied  at  the  rate  of  £1.50p  per  household  septic  tank  if 
not  exceeding  1 load,  or  alternatively  at  the  hourly  charge  of  £2.10p  for  premises 
within  the  Council’s  district  or  £2.40p  for  premises  in  neighbouring  areas.  in 
accordance  with  the  Council’s  undertaking,  cesspools  in  the  rural  district  were  emptied 
free  of  charge. 

DYKE  CLEANSING,  SEWER  AND  OTHER  MAINTENANCE  WORKS 

The  Atlas  excavator  was  used  to  maximum  possible  output  on  the  cleansing  of  dykes 
during  the  year,  and  in  such  other  ways  as  its  versitility  permitted.  Generally  it 
continued  to  give  major  trouble  free  operation  with  the  minimum  of  repair  allied  to 
regular  maintenance. 

Considerable  service  was  given  to  householders  in  the  cleansing  of  blocked  drains 
and  private  sewers,  and  it  must  be  again  stated  that  it  is  only  in  the  availability  of 
such  local  authority  services  that  private  drainage  is  maintained  free  from  inconven- 
ience or  more  serious  public  nuisance. 

As  holiday  entitlements  have  increased  so  has  the  call  on  this  unit  to  provide 
reliefs  in  the  other  services  increased.  Nevertheless,  several  direct  labour  schemes 
were  completed  during  1971,  thereby  resolving  situations  which  had  been  matters  of 
nuisance  and  complaint  for  some  long  time. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Maintenance  of  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tip  at  Kelsey  Hill,  Burstwick,  was 
undertaken  with  a Track  Marshall  Bulldozer  and  a Track  Marshall  Drott  Bucket /Shovel. 
All  refuse  from  the  Council's  area  was  disposed  of  at  this  site,  and  the  plant  was  in 
full  time  use.  Extra  labour  was  required  from  time  to  time  for  the  in -booking  of 
loads. 

Trade  refuse,  builders  spoil  and  excavated  materials  were  again  delivered  to  the 
tip  in  large  quantities  from  areas  outside  the  Council’s  district.  During  the  year 
1971  refuse,  to  a total  of  16521  loads  was  received  at  the  tip  for  disposal. 


SALVAGE 


Sales  of  salvage  in  1971  amounted  to  a value  of  £119.25p. 

VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

Apart  from  major  items  of  repair,  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  vehicles  was 
achieved  in  the  Council’s  workshop.  Spare  parts  were  difficult  at  times  to  secure, 
but  generally  the  position  appeared  to  have  eased  from  the  worst  effects  experienced 
following  the  introduction  of  the  Plating  and  Testing  Regulations. 

Regulations  governing  the  use  of  vehicles  and  the  licensing  of  drivers  nave  added 
considerably  to  the  responsibilities  in  this  field,  and  the  current  imposition  of  the 
Plating  and  Testing  Regulations  to  ail  local  authority  vehicles  will  add  further  to  the 
work  load  in  this  unit. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

No  cases  of  truly  verminous  premises  were  encountered  during  the  year.  As  in 
previous  years  only  minor  insect  infestations  required  the  attention  of  the  Council's 
disinfestation  services. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION  SERVICES 

Regular  routine  surveys  were  maintained  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  2734 
premises  were  inspected  in  the  course  of  this  work.  Treatment  was  carried  out 
successfully  at  507  premises,  following  inspection  of  premises  or  where  request  for 
treatment  was  made. 

Insect  infestations  on  refuse  tips  and  other  sites  were  effectively  eliminated  by 
the  operator,  and  as  usual  in  late  summer,  many  requests  for  eradication  of  wasps' 
nests  were  received  Wasps'  nests  numbering  41  were  satisfactorily  eradicated. 

Rats  were  satisfactorily  treated  with  warfarin,  but  in  some  cases  mice  infest- 
ations gave  some  trouble  in  achieving  complete  results.  Tracking  powder  was  used 
successfully  in  most  cases,  but  in  small  infestations  and  where  danger  of  contamination 
arose,  it  was  found  that  trapping  was  as  expedient  as  and  successful  as  most  other 
methods . 

Ail  bait  used  was  mixed  by  the  operator  regularly  to  ensure  a bait  always  as  fresh 
as  possible.  Good  quality  base  ingredients  ensured  that  a highly  attractive, 
palatable  bait  was  always  used. 

The  contract  service  continued  to  expand,  and  the  agricultural  industry  co- 
operated splendidly  in  helping  to  maintain  the  successful  rodent  control  which  exists 
in  the  Council's  area.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Approval  was  given  in  1971  to  the  making  of  27  discretionary  grants  to  a value  of 
£18,823  for  the  improvement  of  27  houses. 

Standard  grants  amounting  to  £14,462  were  given  in  49  cases  for  improvement  of  49 
houses. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

At  31st  December,  1971  13  sites  were  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 

ALDBROUGH  CAMP 

The  camp  was  fully  occupied  during  the  year,  7 tenants  leaving  the  camp,  but  all 
sites  were  immediately  re-let. 

Social  life  on  the  camp  functioned  well  with  the  Camp  Committee  continuing  to  do 
an  excellent  job  in  this  respect.  Your  member.  Councillor  K.  Rimmer,  appointed  for 
liaison  purposes,  visited  several  social  functions  and  generally  helped  to  maintain  the 
goou  relationships  between  campers  and  Council. 

The  method  and  rate  of  charges  was  amended  during  the  year,  and  the  increased 
income  thus  resulting  will  be  further  improved  when  the  effect  of  the  revised  method  of 
charging  by  chassis  size  is  fully  implemented  in  1972. 

The  Warden  gave  every  satisfaction  in  his  duties,  and  such  additional  help  as  was 
required,  was  provided  from  the  reserve  force.
